Allied Intelligence Outsmarted 


Japs; Led Way To Two Victories

AUCKLAND, New Zealand, June 15— (UP)—Allied 
military intelligence outsmarted the Japanese and pre­ 
pared the way for the Allied triumph in the Coral Sea, 
which in turn led to the v ictory of Midway Island, it was 
rev ealed today. 
W ith the announcement in de­ 
tail at W ashington and Pearl Har- 
b or of the Coral Sea and Mid 
way operations, authorities here 
perm itted the disclosure that due 
to effectiv e intelligence work the 
Allies knew two weeks in adv ance 
that Japanese concentrations were 
b eing effected o f f northeastern 
Australia. 
The result was that the Allied 
nav al, aerial and land forces were 
fully prepared and that in the 
Coral Sea b attle, like that off 
Midway, they caught the enemy 
in a trap. 
It was emphasized that the Al­ 
lied nav al forces were infinitely 
inferior in power to those ct the 
enemy. 
But adv ance knowledge of Jap­ 
anese plans and dispersions, due 
to efficient intelligence and re­ 
connaissance, 
perm itted the Al­ 
lied forces to strike swiftly and 
unexpectedly. 
Inform ants said it was impos­ 
sib le to giv e too much praise to 
the b omb ing planes from A ustral­ 
ian adv anced land b ases which 
carried out incessant reconnais­ 
sance patrols and attacks a n d 
kept the enemy b usy for a week 
while the nav al forces were as­ 
semb ling to take the b runt of the 
attack.

I 
It is an ex tract from the root of I 
a plant grown in South America 
and Southern Asia, so the diffi­ 
culty of its importation makes it 
a scarce article. 
And the Army 
wants what supply there is avail­ 
able, Tubbs .ox .s4aLn.ed. 
Rotenone, 
it seems, also is bad news to 
cooties. 
While rotenone has been used 
in oil sprays for the common cit­ 
rus pests, there always has been 
question of its ex act effectiveness 
in increasing the kill, Tubbs said. 
Anyway, there is 
l e s s 
trouble 
these days with black scale, which 
was the 'pest most susceptible to 
rotenone, said Tubbs. 
Pyrethreum is one suitable sub­ 
stitute for rotenone, Tubbs stated, 
but since it also comes from South 
America its availability may he 
doubtful. If other substitutes are 
needed they will be found in the 
tobacco derivatives in this coun­ 
ty, said the commissioner.

Convict Societies

WASHINGTON, June 15—(AP) 
—The United States 
Court of 
Appeals today upheld the convic­ 
tion of the American Medical 
association 
a nd 
the 
Medical 
Society of the District of Colum­ 
bia on charges of illegal restraint 
of trade in violation of the anti­ 
trust laws. 
The two 
organizations 
were 
Convicted in district court last 
year of attem p ting to thwart the 
aims of group health association, 
a cooperative of federal govern­ 
ment employes. 
Justice 
J a m e s 
M. 
Proctor 
assessed fines of $2,500 against 
the American Medical association 
and $1.500 against 
the district 
society. 
All individual defendants named 
in the indictments along with Ihe 
two organizations were acquitted 
at Ihe trial. 
Associate Justice Justin Miller 
wrote the unanimous opinion of 
the three judges of the appellate 
court.

It was recently anno unced that the go vernment 
will no t autho rize the co nstructio n o f new war 
p lants which canno t b e in p ro ductio n b y the end 
o f nex t y ear. In o ther wo rds, info rmed quarters 
b elieve that the energies o f the natio n sho uld j with 
b e given entirely to p ro ductio n no w and in the 
near future—no t p ro ductio n in the far future. 
This p o licy sho uld certainly b e ap p lied 
in 
co nnectio n with go vernment p o wer p lants and 
waterway s. The St. Lawrence Seaway and Po wer 
p ro ject is a case in p o int. To start this p ro ject 


RETREAD S FOR U NION O RG ANIZERS 
That lab o r o rganizers and o fficers sho uld b e 
p ut in a p referred class to receive retread tires, 
is the natural result o f an Administratio n dis­ 
carding the true, dem o cratic law o r rule that all 
men sho uld b e equally free to help estab lish the 
value o f different things and to p ursue hap p iness. 
The Administratio n, ho wever, is so co wardly 
that it will no t directly o rder lab o r leaders to b e 
given retread tires, as it wants to curry favo r 
lab o r 
racketeers and, thus, 
“p asses the

b uck” to the lo cal b o ards. 
The A dm inistratio n realizes that the p ub lic is 
no t to o keen ab o ut walking while lab o r o rganizers 
ride. The Lo s Angeles Times rep o rts that there 
are 2000 lab o r o fficials in Lo s Angeles alo ne 
who wo uld qualify to receive tires under this 
wo uld co st hundreds o f millio ns o f do llars, and i ruling o f the N atio nal Administratio n. So , since 
the final co st might easily run to a b illio n o r 
mo re. It wo uld divert fro m immediate use eno r­ 
mo us quantities o f vital materials and the wo rk 
o f tho usands o f men. And, acco rding to the mo st ' 
o p timistic estimates, the p ro ject co uld no t p ro ­ 
duce a kilo watt o f p o wer fo r several y ears. 
“To tal w ar” means that go vernment, no less j 
than industries and individuals, must keep ever j 
in mind o ne great go al—decisive miiltary victo ry j 
in the sho rtest p o ssib le time. All o ur reso urces, ; 
all o ur lab o rs, must b e given to creating the 
to o ls o f w ar and the ship s that transp o rt them 
j 
to the b attle fro nt. 


SHAKING FI BLIC MORALE 
One cardinal p rincip le o f o ur kind o f go vern­ 
ment is that p ub lic o fficials sho uld treat the 
p eo p le with p erfect frankness. American citizens 
are entitled to all the facts, ex cep t tho se that 
co nstitute actual military ' secrets. Are the Ameri­ 
can p eo p le b eing acco rded this frankness? The 
gaso line and rub b er situatio n raises this questio n. 
The American mo to rist is co mp letely up in 
the air as to the future o f car transp o rtatio n. He 
has heard 
co untless vary ing 
rep o rts. He 
has 
read co nflicting statem ent after co nflicting state­ 
ment fro m high o fficial so urces in Washingto n. 
He is to ld, o n o ne hand, that gaso line ratio ning 
is necessary b ecause lack o f vario us means o f 
transp o rtatio n makes it imp o ssib le to deliver no i’- 
mal sup p lies. He then hears that sto rage tanks 
are running o ver with gaso line even in ratio ned 
_ areas, and that civilian co nsump tio n is really 
b eing reduced in o rder to co nserve tires and cars. 
Nex t he hears that the go vernment may so o n 
requisitio n his tires and car. Befo re the ink is 
dry o n that rep o rt, he hears that such drastic 
actio n is no t co ntemp lated. Then, to to p o ff the 
who le m atter, he hears a news rep o rt fro m W ash­ 
ingto n that it is ho p ed that ex p eriments no w 
under way will p ro duce a new ty p e o f tire that 
will keep the cars o f the natio n ro lling. 
The average citizen is lo st in a welter o f 
co nfusio n. He do es no t kno w whether he is go ing 
to have gaso line o r even a car nex t week, nex t 
mo nth o r nex t seaso n. He do esn’t kno w whether 
the sy nthetic rub b er and the rub b er-reclaiming 
p ro grams are go ing well o r b adly . No thing is 
harder o n p ub lic mo rale than this kind o f in­ 
decisio n b ecause 
it undermines 
co nfidence in 
leadership and go vernmental management. 
The American p eo p le do n’t want to b e p am­ 
p ered. They are sending their b o y s to w ar and 
financing the co st o f the war to p reserve lib erty 
at heme. They do n’t want to b e treated like 
children. They do n’t w ant to b e kep t in the dark 
co ncerning m atters vital to their welfare. 
W hat they do want is fo r their go vernment 
to tell them the truth, .ex p lain the facts, ado p t 
o nly tho se p o licies which are in acco rd with 
true co nditio ns, and stick to tho se p o licies.

F ar fro m b eing the hunter, it had b eco me the 
hunted. 
So metimes in 
sheer terro r sub marine 
crews gave themselves up . 
The sub marine, in b rief, was licked. 
To day , nearly three y ears after the b eginning 
o f the seco nd Wo rld W ar, the sub marine has 
returned to the light with new savagery and 
new successes. 
It is again the hunter. 
Why ? 
The same 
sub marine-killing devices, 
imp ro ve with the y ears, are used against them. 
Dep th b o mb s are heavier. D e s t r o y e r s are 
faster and to ugher. Airp lanes are mo re effective. 
Yet, since the b eginning o f this war, the sub ­ 
marine has thrived. It has fattened and increased. 
Why ? 
At the Electric Bo at Co . to day , where mo re 
American sub marines have b een b uilt than any ­ 
where else, L. Y. Sp ear, the p rcsidnt, gave an 
answer. 
He gave several answers, in fact, and ex p ressed 
the o p inio n that any clean-cut answer to the 
sub marine was no t go ing to he fo und. 
Like the b o mb er, like any o ther b asic weap o n, 
it is here to stay . It can b e fo ught. It can b e held 
do wn, b ut, say s Mr. Sp ear, he do es no t b elieve 
it can b e ex term inated. 
The o nly answer to the sub marine is to keep 
fighting it every day , to sm o ther it do wn with 
mo re and mo re equip m ent—and meanwhile to use 
y o ur o wn sub marines against the enemy ’s ship ­ 
p ing.

The b asic reaso n fo r the sub marine’s co meb ack, 
said Mr. Sp ear, lies in to ugher co nstructio n. 
The sub marine used to b e an eggshell, which 
wo uld crack at a co mp aratively slight, co ncussio n. 
To day it is a rugged, reinfo rced allo y steel 
casing which can take a fearful b eating b efo re 
it caves in and carries its crew into everlasting 
b lackness at the b o tto m o f the sea. 
If German sub marines are ty p ical, it can dive 
and hide in w ater two and a half o r three times 
as deep as in the last war. It can go do wn ab o ut 
6 00 feet. 
It may cro uch any where up and do wn this 
600 feet, leaving the hunter o n the surface with 
o nly a guess at w hat dep th to ex p lo de his dep th 
charges. 
If the b o mb s ex p lo de ab o ve the sub marine 
they do its to ugh structure no damage at all

T heir pro­ 
d uct soon becam e to popular tha t 
they moved to Algonquin and ex­ 
panded their w orkshop. 
Ripon authorities, casting about 
for a solution to student unem ­ 
ploym ent, heard of the N aylor en­ 
terprise and offered the use of an 
old house ju st off the cam pus if 
the 
toy-m akers 
would 
employ 
college m en and women. 
Now the students are acquiring 
new skills and e xtra money while 
the N aylor Toy Shop is putting 
o u t figurines a t the ra te of 200,- 
000 per year.
